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human subject and a structural means for controlling penetration of the needle to the 
desired depth within the intradermal space; and 

delivering the therapeutic substance to the intradermal space. 

REMARKS

67. (New) A method of delivery of a therapeutic substance into a human 
subject, comprising: 

targeting the intradermal space of the human subject with a dermal access means, 
which includes a needle that is inserted substantially perpendicular to the skin of the 
human subject and a structural means for controlling penetration of the needle to the 
desired depth within the intradermal space; and 

delivering the therapeutic substance to the intradermal space. 
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
